President Nixon to ration gasoline. 
The move by Sen. Floyd K. 
Haskell, 
D-Colo., 
to 
impose 
rationing by Jan. 15, failed on a 48-40 
vote. 
The failure left the emergency 
fuels act with a discretionary clause 
that lets Nixon decide which fuels 
are scarce enough 
to warrant 
rationing. 
That 
could 
include 
gasoline but it would be up to Nixon 
to decide. 


The Senate leadership had urged 
their colleagues to move with haste 
to approve the bill granting the 
President emergency powers to 
meet the energy crisis. 
In 
arguing 
against 
the 
amendment, 
Sen. 
Dewey 
F. 
Bartlett, R-Okla., said, “ Tying the 
President s 
hands ..is 
unfair 
to 
him.” 
Almost all Republicans agreed 
with Bartlett and they got a few 
Democratic 
allies 
to 
defeat 
Haskell’s amendment. 
Commission votes 


for restudy 


of dam project

Lompoc’s seven member Water 
Commission 
last 
night 
recommended that the City Council 
ask the Bureau of Reclamation for a 
restudy of the controversial Lompoc 
Dam and Reservoir Project and the 
feasibility of proceeding with it. 
The commission voted 5-2 on the 
motion 
of 
commissioner 
Joe 
Mixsell. Mixsell picked up a second 
from commissioner Jack Myers and 
carried the issue with favorable 
votes from commissioners Emil 
Scolari, Virgil Phelps and J. Dene 
DeBolt. 
Commissioners 
Edward 
Diaz and Clifford Taylor voted 
against the motion. 
The recommendation will be on 
the 
city 
council 
agenda 
next 
Tuesday. Action must also be taken 
by the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation 
District 
board 
of 
directors and by the Santa Barbara 
County Water Agency. The bureau 
has set a Dec. 1 deadline for getting 
the restudy done without cost to 
local entities. 
Before casting his “ no” vote, Diaz 
said he was mainly concerned with 
the possibility that the city would 
obligate itself to proceed with the 
water conservation project under 
any circumstances if the bureau 
finds it economically feasible. 
Lompoc Project was shelved a 
couple of years ago at the request of 
the bureau pending a resolution of 
studies on desalting projects and on 
other factors. The project consists 
of a 425,000 acre feet dam and 
reservoir on the Santa Ynez River a 
few miles southeast of Lompoc. 
The commission action ended two 
months of intermittent debate that 
included briefing sessions by Phil 
Macias, field office chief of the 
bureau, and by attorney Stanley 
Hatch 
and 
engineer 
Thomas 
Stetson, consultants of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District. 
During the discussion preceding 
the vote last night, William Fick, 
deputy base civil engineer, threw 
the weight of Vandenberg Air Force 


Base 
behind the appeal for the 
restudy. 


Fick said the base and the city had 
cooperated for 10 or 12 years in 
efforts to get supplemental water. 
He 
concluded 
that 
the 
water 
normally flowing down the Santa* 
Ynez River to the ocean—water that 
would be captured by Lompoc 
Dam— was the most reasonable 
source. 


Lompoc Plain is in trouble in 
regard to quality now, and perhaps 
in the years to come in regard to 
quantity also, Fick said. 


He urged the commission to make 
plans for adequate water supplies 
and concluded that the city must 
find answers to the question. Later 
he told the commission the city 
could always back off from the 
project if the demand for the water 
did not materialize. 


Edward 
W. 
Rodgers, 
chief, 
engineering and construction branch 
at the base, and former city water 
commissioner, came on earlier in 
an appeal for a favorable vote on the 
question of asking for a restudy. He 
cited 
the 
deterioration 
of

underground supplies and warned 
against the “ illegal use of Cachuma 
water by the south county.” 


In a concession to opponents who 
argued against asking the bureau 
for a restudy, Rodgers said if he had 
land in the area of the proposed 
dam, he’d

Gold drops 
$1 an ounce 
in Zurich 


LONDON (UPI) - The price of 
gold sank $1 an ounce in Zurich 
today, 
but buyers 
entered 
the 
market in London and pushed the 
free market cost of the metal up by 
$1.25 after the biggest one-day 
decline in five years Wednesday. 
London traders said the market 
today was even more active than 
Wednesday, 
but 
today 
it 
was 
marked 
by 
buying, 
where 
the 
previous day most of the action was 
by selling. 


The dollar gained or held its own 
on world money markets. 
Gold’s price at the opening of 
London’s pace-setting market was 
$90 an ounce, the same as its closing 
price Wednesday. 
The price Wednesday represented 
a fall of $6.75 during the day, the 
biggest 
plunge 
since 
major 
government banks set up a two-tier 
gold price system five years ago. 


Abandonment 
of 
that 
system 
forced gold’s price down, costing 
millions of dollars in losses to 
speculators who forced gold above 
$120 an ounce earlier in the year. 


Today’s opening gold price in 
Zurich’s big-volume bullion market 
also was $90 an ounce. But this was a 
one-dollar drop from the Wednesday 
closing price there of $91. 
In the currency markets, the 
dollar opened higher in London, but 
dropped

in 
Tokyo, 
Zurich, Paris, Frankfurt and Milan.

Nixon will not 'walk away' from job

President Nixon told an audience of 
4,000 today, “ I was elected to do a 
job. I ’m not going to walk away until 
I get that job done.” 
It was the same message in 
essence that the President delivered 
to 75 Republican congressmen at a 
White House breakfast session, as 
well as to three previous groups of 
senators and House members who 
had 
been 
invited 
for 
A-and-A 
sessions on Watergate. 


Speaking at the convention of the 
National Association of Realtors at 
the Sheraton-Park Hotel, Nixon was 
interrupted six times for applause 
during a 30-minute appearance. 
Mostly, he reviewed his 1973 
accomplishments in both the do­ 
mestic 
and foreign fields, and 
turned to Watergate only toward the 


end. 
Some mistakes were made by 
“ overzealous people” in his behalf 
during 
the 
1972 
presidential 
campaign, he said. 
“ Mistakes were made, mistakes I 
would 
not 
have 
approved 
of, 
mistakes I would not have tolerated 
but mistakes for which I must 
accept responsibility.” 
He declared: “ As far as the 
President of the United States is 
concerned, he has not violated his 
trust and he is not going to violate 
it.” 
“ I can assure you that regardless 
of what some of my good intentioned 
friends 
and 
honest 
opponents 
suggest—I was elected to do a job. 
I ’m not going to walk away until I 
get that job done. ” 


House members and senators who 


attended White House meetings 
came away with reports of Nixon’s 
absolute insistence that he would not 
resign. Many said Nixon expressed 
confidence that once the people 
understand the whole story of 
Watergate, they will not hold him 
responsible. 
It has been reported that one way 
Nixon has considered putting his 
story across was public disclosure of 
contents of his Watergate tape 
recordings and other material.

History of 
Lompoc oil field 


California discovered the Lompoc 
oil field, situated six miles north of 
Lompoc. The discovery well, No. 
“ Hill” 1, located near tar seeps in 
Purisima Canyon, was drilled to 
2,550 feet and completed with an 
initial production of 225 barrels of 19 
degrees gravity oil per day. 
Union oil developed the field in a 
westerly 
direction 
from 
the 
discovery well, drilling 37 wells of 
which 28 are said to have produced. 
In the extreme west end of the field, 
Pacific Oil Fields Co., Ltd., drilled 
eight wells which produced a small 
amount of oil before they were 
abandoned in 1916. 


Some 
distance 
east 
of 
the 
discovery well Pinal Dome Corp. 
drilled 
three 
wells, 
but 
these 
produced only a few barrels a day 
for a short time. 
Union Oil shut down all its 
producing wells in the Lompoc field 
in May 1922, because of insufficient 
demand for this low gravity crude. 
The field was dormant until 1928 
when 
Union 
drilled 
its 
No. 
“ Purisima” 19 to test for higher 
gravity oil, but the hole, drilled to 
4,310 feet, turned out dry. 


At the east end of the field, in the 
vicinity of the old Pinal Dome wells, 
Vaqueros-Major 
Oil 
Company 
drilled its No. “ Union Annex” 1 in 
1930 to 2,997 feet and completed it 
for an initial of 600 barrels of 22.5 
degrees gravity oil per day. 


Activity renewed in the west end 
of the Lompoc field from 1934 to 1936 
by the completion of several small 
producers by the York Oil Company. 
By 1941, a total of 57 wells had been 
drilled in the field, of which 13 were 
abandoned producers and eight were 
dry holes. An estimated 7,900,000 
barrels of oil were produced by Jan. 
1,1940.

area center at the F'room Hotel, Santa Maria, the past few

Roger Owen, director of alcoholism services, County 
Mental Health Services, said the program must start 
simultaneously in the three areas. Since licensing 
difficulties are holding up the opening of the Santa Maria 
center until some time next week, he said, Santa Maria 
persons could be sent to the Lompoc center to start the 
north county programs together this weekend.

Exchange 
of prisoners 


begins

Egypt and Israel began 
exchanging their prisoners 
of war today in a first small 
step toward an eventual 
Middle 
East 
peace 
agreement. At the same 
time 
Israel turned over 
checkpoints on the Cairo- 
Suez road to the United 
Nations and relief convoys 
reached 
blockaded 
Suez 
City. 
Implementation 
of 
the 
ceasefire accord signed last 
Sunday by Egyptian and 
Israeli army officers is 
expected to lead to a peace 
conference in Geneva early 
in 
December, 
but 
the 
differences 
between 
the 
Israeli and Arab viewpoints 
were so vast that political 
observers said peace may 
be a matter of years instead 
of days. 
Today’s 
exchange 
involved #) Israeli prisoners 
and 412 Egyptians, many of 
them woundied Nine of the 
Israelis had been captured 
during the 1970 war of 
attrition along the Suez 
Canal, the rest in the 17-day 
October Middle East War. 
Cairo reports said the nine 
had had an easy POW life, 
including a tour of the 
pyramids. 
Egypt is believed to have 
captured 245 Israelis and 
Israel 8.400 Egyptians. The 
exchange, which will last 
over a period of a week or 
eight days, did not apply to 
the 175 Arabs captured by 
Israel on the Syrian front.

Owen said the program anticipates an average stay of 
three days per resident at the facilities which will be open 
24 hours a day. Focus, however, is on the rehabilitation of 
the more severely debilitated person which up to now has 
not been attempted. 
He declared the centers are seen as having an important 
role in the county’s overall alcoholism program for the 
public inebriate. Rehabilitation of inebriates could help 
society in many ways and also save welfare costs, officials 
say.

This hypothetical shear 
severing of one arm of the 
primary coolant loop is 
referred to as a “ guillotine 
break.”

By 1961, 170 wells had been drilled with 101 of them 
producing 2.434 barrels of oil per day Total production had 
yielded over 30 million barrels so far. 
Today. Union Oil, sole owner of the Lompoc field, pumps 
out about 1,400 barrels of oil a day from 111 wells. In 
addition, around 4.000 mcf (mcf = 1000 cubic feet) of 
natural gas is extracted a day frorri these same wells. 
In a year enough gas is product to heat 17,143 homes 
monthly. 
The oil wells are concentrated on 2,500 acres of land 
included in the 13,850 acres Union Oil owns North of 
Lompoc 
Twelve men and numerous facilities are 
employed They are oil receiving tanks, treating system, 
compressing plant, < which compresses the natural gas and 
ships it by pipe to Santa Maria where it is processed and 
sold to the gas company), and a small office building. 
The oil is carried by pipe to a refinery in Santa Maria and 
Oleum, north of San Francisco 
According to Ed Billington, superintendent of oil 
E 
roduction for Union Oil in this area, the Lornpoc field will 
e economically depleted in about 15 years and the property 
turned over to Union’s realty department for disposition. It 
may be leased or sold 
Near the field headquarters, located off Rucker Road, 
sits a small tool shed. Inside the shed is the original tool 
that ‘increased the productive life of thousands of oil wells 
and has thereby made available for the good of humanity 
millions of barrels of oil that might otherwise have 
remained in subterranean storage.” 
In 1906, Frank Hill, a Union Oil geologist, designed the 
tool that prevented water from seeping into the well by 
cementing the casing. A historical monument was erected 
in 1957 at No “ Hill” 4, the first well to be successfully 
tested with this tool. (It was also Hill’s crew that brought in 
Lompoc field’s discovery well in 1903). 
Though Hill’s “ crazy idea” was worth millions of dollars 
every day in crude oil delivered to the refineries, Union was 
too busy to patent the idea. Later others patented the 
process, obliging Union to pay royalties on the idea a Union 
man had originated. 
Today, law requires all oil wells to be cemented 
Other facts about the Lompoc oil field and oil in Santa 
Barbara County you may not know are: 
— The field is made-up of six leases or tracts of land, 
once owned by various oil companies, including Orcutt Oil 
Company, a Lompoc-based company. The leases, now 
owned in full by Union Oil, are Purisima, Hill, Eefson, 
Lompoc, Orcutt, and Murphy. 
— In 1933, Union Oil donated the site of La Purisima 
Mission to Santa Barbara County, which the county turned 
over to the state. 
— For many years, a collection of homes were 
maintained in the Hill lease area. It was called Hill Camp. 
Families would travel once a month to Lompoc to buy 
groceries. The houses have been tom down since. 
— Union Oil owns 77,000 acres of mineral rights in the 
Lompoc-Santa Maria area. 
— A new oil field was discovered last year near Los 
Alamos, about four and one-half miles due east of the 
Lompoc field, by McCulloch Oil Corporation. The discovery 
well was drilled April 15, producing 25 barrels of oil per day 
from a depth below 9,200 feet. However, the well does not 
produce enough to be considered a commerical success. 
— In 1972, Santa Barbara County had 1,603 wells in 
operation, producing 18,198,411 barrels per day, valued at 
$44,460. 


It isn’t only the energy crisis that is 
plaguing county government circles 
Purchasing Agent William H Sticknev 
said today that critical shortages of “ many 
products and materials are now rapidly 
developing.”

France turning out the lights 


PARIS (UPI) — A million shopkeepers across France 
switched off their lights today and locked their doors, 
fulfilling a strike leader’s promise to turn Paris and the 
major cities into ghost towns. 
Retailers declared a 24-hour shutdown to protest 
government price controls and Parisians faced the nearly 
unprecedented sight of a city of shuttered restaurants. 
The government said last week it intended to slap 
escalating sales taxes on profits by retail food shops. It said 
the new taxes would have the effect of controlling prices 
because the higher the profits of a shop, the higher the 
taxes. 


Among shops that closed were food stores, including 
bakeries, delicatessens, butchers, fish markets, and fruit 
and vegetable stalls. Also closed were jewelry shops, 
florists, gas stations, laundries, hairdressers, opticians, 
perfumeries, beauty shops and tobacconists. 
Supermarkets stayed open but they account for only 11 
per cent of retail food sales. 
Businessmen went to work with sandwiches in their 
briefcases and office workers made plans to get hot food 
from home.

Wednesday said the union wanted to avoid 
the chance of a national strike. 
There might be the temptation by 


General Motors to say, The strike fund is 
so much less than it was three years ago, 
that we 11 bankrupt the union again,” ' said 
Woodcock. “ We would just like to remove 
that 
class-struggle 
temptation 
from 
them ” 
In 1970, the union shut GM for 67 days in a 
national strike that cost it almost $160 
million —about $40 million more than it 
had in the strike fund. It now has $71 
million in the fund. 
The mini-strikes would pull nothing from 
the strike fund since workers don’t receive 
benefits until the second week of a walkout. 
The union used the “ Operation Apache” 
strategy successfully last winter in 18 
mini-strikes.

Southern California still dry

Kennedy's grave visited 
still by millions 


ARLINGTON, Va. (U PI) - At one time 
it was Robert E. Lee’s front lawn Now a 
buried gas line feeds an eternal flame that 
marks the site where John F. Kennedy lies 
buried 
Ten years after the assassination in 
Dallas, millions still visit the site. They 
come from throughout the nation, and from 
around the world. 
President 
Kennedy had 
visited the 
hillside just a few weeks before his death 
Looking over the city and down the 
Potomac River, he was reported to have 
said, “ I could stay here forever. 
Seven million people came to the grave 
in the year after the assassination Now, 
officials say, there are about 4 million 
visitors a year After the Capitol building, 
the Kennedy grave and Lincoln Memorial 
are 
tied as the city’s great 
tourist 
attractions. 


One recent day Charlie Ibarra of Aruba 
Island in the Caribbean was at the grave. 
“ There are great things that happen in your 
life that you want to see something of,’ he 
said quietly. 
The gravesite is simple—just a flat, stone- 
covered area with the eternal flame 
burning in the middle. The stones are 
granite quarried more than 150 years ago 
and collected from abandoned foundations 
of barns and stone fences near President 
Kennedy’s home on Cape Cod 
Probably every American and many a 
foreigner remembers where he was and 
what he was doing that November day in 
1963 when he heard the news that President 
Kennedy had been shot in Dallas This is in 


the thoughts of many when they come now 
to Arlington. 
Charles McGuaggan was scheduled to 
play in a dance band in Belfast, Northern 
Ireland, when the manager interrupted 
with the news that ended the dancing. 
McGuaggan is now a resident of the United 
States, in the Washington area and visits 
the gravesite often “ He was a great man, 
McGuaggan said as he stood before the 
tomb What does he think when he visits? 
“ I just say a prayer,’ he answered. 
On almost any given day the area around 
the 
gravesite 
is 
aswirl 
with 
many 
languages— Thai, Spanish, Persian, Ger­ 
man, Swedish were among those heard one 
recent afternoon. 
Few of the visitors any longer come in 
solid black mourning outfits. The dress 
varies from shorts to suits, from flashy 
reds to somber greys. And there are 
occasional hairnets and curlers. 
Shutterbugs abound and the sound of feet 
walking up the marble steps is often 
drowned out by the click and whir of 
cameras. 
On either side of the President’s tomb 
are small stones marking the graves of the 
two Kennedy children who died before 
their 
father—an 
unnamed 
daughter 
stillborn in 1956 and a son, Patrick, who 
died two days after his birth in 1963. 
The Kennedy gravesite cost $2 4 million, 
with the Kennedy family paying one- 
quarter and the federal government the 
remainder. The tomb of the President s 
younger brother, Robert, assassinated in 
1968, is about 100 feet away to the south.

"Gold Rush" 
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Capital punishment is alive

RALEIGH, N.C. -<NEA) - 
Sam A. Poole represents 
something out of America’s 
recent past. A middle-age 
black man, he was arrested 
last year and charged with 
entering a home with intent 
to rob and rape. A jury found 
him guilty. Today, though he 
protests his innocence, 
though no rape took place 
and Poole was convicted 
merely of intent, he sits in 
this state’s death row waiting 
to be executed by electricity. 
And he is not alone. Al­ 
though the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled more than a year 
ago that capital punishment, 
as it had been imposed, is il­ 
legal under the Constitution, 
some 29 men and women cur­ 
rently are awaiting death in 
the nation — 11 of them, in­ 
cluding Sam Poole, right 
here in North Carolina. 
The Am erican death 
penalty is far from being 
dead. 
The Supreme Court did not 
say that executing felons was 
unconstitutional. Only that 
the laws of execution were il­ 
legal because they were 
unevenly imposed. Thus pro­ 
ponents of capital punish­ 
ment have rallied in man.'- 
states to change the laws to 
satisfy the courts and get 
back to the routine business 
of electrocuting, gassing or 
hanging the bad guys. 
North Carolina is one of 20 
states which have enacted 
new legislation toward this 
end. Deciding that the chief 
objection of the Supreme 
Court was that the death 
penalty was “freakishly used,” 
that is to say discretionary, 
thus cruel and unusual, North 
Carolina decided to make the 
penalty mandatory for mur­ 
der 1, arson, rape and burgl­ 
ary 1. Thus Poole, not having 
killed anyone, was trapped 
by the mandatory sentence, 
and could conceivably die 
because a jury thought he 
“wanted” to rape. 
Other states have passed 


somewhat narrower death 
laws. Idaho has instituted 
automatic capital punish­ 
ment for various kinds of 
murder only. Florida permits 
execution for rape, but only 
when the victim is 11 years 
old or under. California has 
recently made the death 
penalty mandatory for 11 
types of murder, including 
killers of police officers and 
train saboteurs. Connecticut 
laws permit the death sen­ 
tence for narcotics pushers 
who sell their goods to people 
who die from the drug use. 
Yet however framed the 
laws, their sudden prolifera­ 
tion is arousing anew the 
historic antagonists of the 
death penalty controversy. 
Those who thought the ques­ 
tion was settled by the 1972 
Supreme Court ruling are 
back to the barricades. No 
one has been executed in the 
nation since 1967, but now 
there is a growing possibility 
the punishment will be ad­ 
ministered again (not to the 
631 people on death row prior 
to the court decision, how­ 
ever; their penalties have or 
are expected to be modified) 
and forces are regrouping on 
both sides of the issue. 
Public opinion, apparently, 
is siding with the new death 
penalties. A Gallup Poll 
taken last year indicated 57 
per cent of the people queried 
favored reinstitution. Presi­ 
dent Nixon and other politi­ 
cians have called for execu­ 
tions in certain circumstan­ 
ces. Proponents point to the 
fact that if U.S. capital 
punishment is cruel and un­ 
usual, as the Eighth Amend­ 
ment prohibits, three fourths 
of the world’s nations, those 
that have some form of death 
E 
enalty, are equally bar- 
aric. 
Besides the commonness of 
the penalty, proponents 
believe that street crime in 
America is such now that 
something must be done. 
Milton Rector, director of the 
National Council on Crime 
and Delinquency, says people 


are searching tor “ any 
answer to cut the crime 
ra te .” And that rate, 
assuredly, is staggering: last 
year’s 18,520 known U.S. mur­ 
ders were 5 per cent over 
1971 and rape in this country 
has increased 70 per cent 
since 1967. 
“ 1 know it’s an old argu­ 
ment,” says one prison 
superintendent, “but 1 still 
believe that if a man is risk­ 
ing the gas chamber, he’ll 
think twice before he shoots 
his wife.” 
Opponents naturally insist 
otherwise. David Kendall, of 
the NAACP Legal Defense 
Fund, a group that has fought 
capital punishment since 
1965 (primarily because in 
the last 43 years 52 per cent of 
all murder executions and 90 
per cent of all rape execu­ 
tions involved blacks), says 
that public opinion has noth­ 
ing to do with it. “The Bill of 
Rights was written to put 
some things beyond -the 
reach of shifting majorities. 
If we relied on merely public 
opinion, why, we might not 
even have newspapers.” 
As for cutting crime and 
the deterrence factor, Ken­ 
dall says such hopes are illu- 
sionary. How, he asks, can the 
crime rate be reduced by 
capital punishment when 
since 1930, out of some 400,000 
murder convictions, only 334 
people were executed? Cri­ 
minals can read figures too. 
And deterrence9 Kendall 
tells of the San Quentin in­ 
mate who helped to install 
the gas chamber there and 
then killed three people when 
he was released from prison. 
He might also tell of the Ohio 
State Penitentiary inmate 
who designed improvements 
on that institution’s electric 
chair, then was paroled, then 
was arrested for murder and 
eventually died in the same 
chair he helped maintain and 
engineer. 
And so the old argument is 
resurrected. None of it, 
perhaps, applying to the case 
of Sam A. Poole of North

Chance to reform politics 


SACRA MKNTO (UPI> 
In a twist of roles encouraged 
by Watergate, California voters find themselves with an 
opportunity to enact sweeping laws regulating state 
politicians and government officials. 
At campaign tables sprinkled in shopping centers and 
parking lots, petition circulators are asking: “ Do you want 
to reform politics?” 
Their two-month-old initiative drive is aimed at clamping 
the tightest restrictions yet on reporting campaign money, 
plus imposing for the first time limits on how much state 
politicians may spend It also is designed to bar any flow of 
money from lobbyists to politicians and to take away some 
of the advantages that incumbents naturally have in 
seeking re-election 


The effort, which spurred legislators this past session to 
hurriedly pass their own versions of some of the 
restrictions, was born from the coalition of “ citizen 
lobbyists” and an ambitious young politician 
Bringing together ideas earlier this year on “ new rules” 
for politics were People s Lobby, a state group noted for 
previous environmental initiatives; Common Cause, a 
national lobbying group with an emerging California 
chapter, and secretary of State Edmund G. Brown Jr., 35, a 
Democrat with gubernatorial hopes who has a reputation as 
an aggressive chief elections officer. 
Their union produced what is known as the political 
reform initiative of 1974. 
“ To my way of thinking, this is the greatest bill that I've 
ever seen,” said Joyce Koupal, co-founder of People's 
Lobby. 
“ If politicians still want to cheat, then they are going to 
be caught and punished under this law 
Brown, who is relying heavily on the initiative in his early 
campaigning for governor, calls it the “ culmination of my 
four years as secretary of state.' 
As of the first of this month, roughly two-thirds of the 
needed 325,000 signatures had been gathered to qualify the 
measure for a spot on the June 1974 primary ballot. 
“ Watergate helped us,” says Ms. Koupal, who is 
personally gathering signatures in Southern California. 
“ People are very angry and very frustrated.” 
She added. “ They are tickled to death about us.” 
Basically, the highly detailed. 112-page initiative, covers 
these areas: 
POLITICAL SPENDING —Limits the amount candidates 
for state wide office may spend during primaries and 
general elections. 
The limits are based on a certain amount for every 
resident of voting age—7 cents in the primary for governor, 
9 cents in the general election for governor, and 3 cents in 
primaries and 3 cents in general elections for other 
state-wide officers. 
Using today's population figures, the limit in a governor's 
race would be $980,000 in the primary and $1.26 million in 
the general election. By comparison, Gov. Ronald Reagan 
spent $2.6 million running for a second term in the 1970 
general election alone. 
It limits spending for initiatives to 25 cents per signature 
needed to qualify for a ballot spot. Both sides would be 
allowed 8 cents per voter-age resident in the election, but 
neither side could outspend the other by more than $500.000 
It also contains provisions allowing independent groups 
and individuals to spend limited amounts when speaking out 
for candidates. 
Under the proposal, incumbents would be cut back an 
additional 10 percent. 
California currently has no political spending limitations.

regulate only 
the amount of media 
advertising and apply exclusively to congressional or 
presidential races. 
CAMPAIGN REPORTING — Requires all state and local 
candidates to file campaign reports, detailing contributions 
and expenditures. Names, addresses and occupations of all 
contributors who gave more than $50 must be included. 
Expenditures of more than $50 must be itemized. 
Cash contributions or expenditures of more than $50 are 
outlawed—they must be in traceable checks or drafts. 
Major candidates would have their reports audited by the 
Franchise Tax Board. 
Additionally, each candidate would have to make public a 
copy of literature contained in any mass mailing. 
Incumbents could not mail “ newsletters" at state expense 
once they file for re-election. 
The legislature passed its own, less sweeping measure on 
campaign reporting this past session It requires listing of 
all contributions and identification of donors who give more 
than $100 as well as audits. 
LOBBYISTS —Bans lobbyists from giving money to state 
officials and limits gifts or entertaining by lobbyists to $10 a 
month for each official 
Requires lobbyists to register with the secretary of state 
and file monthly reports, spelling out where and for whom 
money was spent. 
Employers of lobbyists aso would have to file political 
spending reports. 
Lobbyists currently are required to register with the 
legislature and report spending, although the names of 
public officials are not included. 
CONFLICT OF IN T ER EST - Requires all policy-making 
public officials, state and local, to file conflict-of-interest 
reports, detailing if and where assets of more than $1,000 
are invested within their areas of control. 
For example, since the governor s control is statewide, 
he would have to make public all investments in California. 
Specific amounts need not be listed, just whether they are 
more than $1,000 or more than $10,000. 
Each department or agency would establish its own 
criteria for the reports. 
The legislature enacted a similar measure this session, 
but left it up to officials to determine their own rules for 
what to disclose 
FA IR POLITICAL PRACTICES COMMISSION - Esta­ 
blishes a five-member appointed commission to administer 
the act and appropriates $1 million each year for its 
expenses. 
No more than three members of the commission could be 
from the same political party. It would have subpoena 
power and authority to levy fines of up to three times the 
amount of the violation in some cases. 
Other enforcement provisions of the initiative allow 
citizens to sue as a last resort and collect half the 
settlement. 
In addition to fines, violators could be sent to jail for a 
year. Conviction under the act would bar a person from 
running for public office or registering as a lobbyist for four 
years without a court order. 
Other provisions of the initiative provide for a more 
attractive, more “ readable” and more expensive ballot 
pamphlet—something the legislature already voted to do. It 
also requires that incumbents not automatically be given 
the top spot on the ballot.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Recent interviews with 
women who have been sterilized and with doctors have 
revealed possible widespread abuse of women who consent 
to sterilization. 
The case of two teen-age girls sterilized in Alabama 
without “ informed consent” brought attention to the issue 
of sterilization of minors, but according to one health 
researcher, “ there is as much, if not more, abuse of those 
over 21." 
I)r Sid Wolfe of the Health Research Group, a Ralph 
Nader team in “ Washington, D C., said there are perhaps 
thousands of women in the nation who have consented to 
sterilization operations without having been told all the 
possible consequences. 
Abuse is greatest among low-income women in public 
hospitals, but “ it cuts across all segments,” Wolfe said. 
In UPI interviews with 20 women under 30 who were 
sterilized or had considered sterilization, half had not been 
told the possible emotional effects of serilization. 


Mrs. H. B. a 26-year-old with two children, said a doctor 
at a private hospital in Inglewood, Calif, told her she 
needed a hysterectomy or she would have cancer in three 
years. 


“ This doctor was so gung-ho on sterilization,” she said. 
She left her husband because of the prospect of sterility. 
A day before the operation was scheduled, another doctor 
examined her and told her the hysterectomy was totally un­ 
necessary. She called her husband to take her home. 
“ But what if I hadn’t had a husband to come get me out 
like some of these young girls?” she said. 


A two-month investigation by U PI revealed that women 
are sometimes scared into sterilizations by doctors who tell 
them they will die if they have more children, especially 
after a third cesarean section birth. 


Others are approached with the question of sterilization 
just prior to or after delivery when they are sedated with 
drugs and unable to make a rational decision. 


Probably the largest category of women are those whose 
doctors simply do not explain to them the risks of 
sterilization and “ sell” sterilization as the safest method of 
birth control. 


Recent suits against the federal government for the 


sterilization of minors in Alabama and women on welfare in 
South Carolina prompted the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare < H EW ) to issue new regulations for 
federal sterilization programs The Health Research Group 
has also submitted a petition to HEW urging stricter 
guidelines for “ informed consent for sterilization

It’s Big (Janie week and there’s not a soul in town 
without some manner of prediction as to how the 
Lompoc-Cabrillo grid classic will be decided 
But 
perhaps 
more 
than 
to any 
human. 
Conquistador and 
Brave coaching staffs are 
listening this week to a prophet that eats 
perforated tape and has a bank of transistors for a 
heart. 
The electronic Mojor Hoople is a Digital Corp. 
PDP8-E computer, humming in one corner of the 
Cabrillo High campus, a $22,000 machine used 
primarily 
in 
district computer programing, 
economics and other courses. 
But Hal Singer of the Cabrillo Computer Center 
devised a way to program the blinking electronic 
presence to scout football offenses, compiling 
catalogues of the plays they’ve run and arraying 
them in printouts that reveal the squads' offensive 
tendencies under various situations. 


Both Lompoc and Cabrillo staffs have separate 
but similar scouting programs. Neither is near 
sophisticated enough to predict the outcome of any 
given Northern League game or suggest specific 
strategy. Those tasks are left to more sophisticated 
logic circuits in the minds of the head coaches, Jim 
Spruill (Lompoc) and Evert Jones (Cabrillo 


But the programs will compile and arrange every 


scouted offensive play that any given NL team has 
run during the season. The printouts in both 
programs look basically this way : 
First, 
formation 
tendencies 
appear 
Each 
offensive formation that the subject team goes into 
is numbered in sequence as observed by the 
spotter. The computer prints out all the plays 
which were run out of each formation by code 
symbols indicating not only what hole in the line the 
ball carrier went through, but what the net gain 
was and what kind of action or tactic was involved 
in the play, such as “ regular,” “ reverse,” 
“ isolation,” “ trap,” etc. Obviously there are 
several standard formation tendencies. Teams 
tend to pass more in formations from which they 
can release more receivers, for instance. 
Then down-and^listance play tendencies are 
listed (which play did they like most at third down 
and long?), and then hashmark tendencies (do they 
always run or pass to the wide side?). Then the 
computer teletype begins to list the subject team’s 
big plays, the ones that broke open for more than 
15 yards, and then the most frequent offensive 
plays, and finally, the sequence of plays. 


Besides the original program, all the comr i ?r 
needs to produce the intelligence report is a coded 
set of cards, each describing one offensive play in 
sequence. 
Spotting unbalanced tendencies is the name of 


the game and what both Jones and Spruill are 
prospecting for in their respective big game 
computer 
scouting 
printouts 
(classified 
information) is some indication of such offensive 
habits they can capitalize on in the game. 
On third down and medium yardage, for 
example, an apparently sound strategy is to go with 
your best back through a hole provided by your 
best offensive lineman Bqt if a team’s offense 
calls this play every time in this situation — and is 
unlucky enough to play against Lompoc or Cabrillo 
— the computer printout will strongly suggest that 
this is the kind of play to watch for in that situation 
This is almost exactly what happened in the 
Cabrillo-San Luis game On third-and short the 
Tigers always went with a fullback wedge on the 
strong side of their single wing. The computer 
recorded this. It never varied So, Jones pulled a 
lineman off the weak side, jammed a linebacker 
into the strong side line and prevented Tigers from 
converting a single third down all night, which 
helped win the game. 
The computer is far from infallible. Coaches will 
always love to call a unique play. But, after four 
league games, the machine has had the best 
possible chance to probe unbalanced trends in the 
Braves or Conqs league offense. Neither Jones nor 
Spruill can probably be persuaded to reveal what 
those trends are, not until after Friday night 
Until then, only the computer will know. 
Lompoc vs. Villa Park? 


If the Lompoc Braves manage to defeat the Cabrillo Conqs 
tomorrow night, the Braves would almost certainly play Villa Park 
High in the first round of the CIF football playoffs, according to 
information from the CIF office. 
A CIF bulletin to Santa Maria High coach Tom Hawkins earlier this 
week stated that the Northern League number-one team would meet 
the winner of the Crestview League. Should the Braves win tomorrow, 
they would be designated the league’s number-one team, even if tied 
with Santa Maria in the standings. 
Villa Park, tops in the Crestview League, is currently rated fourth 
in the 3-A football poll. The VP Spartans are undefeated in eight 
games. 
According to Lompoc coach Jim Spruill, however, the CIF has told 
him that absolutely no information regarding the CIF playoffs has 
been or will be released before Sunday.

Too many chances 


The ordinary citizen certainly 
must 
become bewildered at times at decisions 
rendered by public bodies. 
Take the action of the City Planning 
Commission last Monday in granting four 
more weeks of grace to a business which 
has been operating since July, 1972 in non­ 
conformance to a conditional use permit. 
Of what use is a conditional use perm it 
for a business if the conditions are never 
met? 
In the case of this specific business, the

Many notifications were provided to the 
business operator relative to the conduct 
and operation of his business over the 
intervening months and compliance to the 
use perm it was never gained.

TRB 
Improbabilities 


The St. Louis Globe Democrat, in 
a saucy editorial entitled The Planet 
of the Tapes, made light of the New 
York Times’ ponderous concern 
over cosmic difficulties suggesting 
that there was plenty going on in 
New York to inveigh against. Indeed 
that is the case, and the news is not 
merely infuriating, but deeply sad. 


Last week in New York the 
firemen actually struck — literally 
refused to come to work. Oh yes, 
there was a complaint, and I do not 
pass judgment on it: let us assume 


that the firemen were indisputably 
correct, measured by any standard, 
in their demands against those who 
were negotiating in behalf of the 
city. Still they went on strike. It 


lasted only a few hours, as it 
happened, and during those few 
hours 
am ateur 
city 
officials 
wrestled with a few fires — and the 
city capitulated. 


It is not expected 
that any judgment 
by the courts will 
cost the firemen a 
nickel. Meanwhile, 
having struck for 
the first time in his­ 
tory, 
they 
d is­ 
covered the joyous 
leverage exercised 
by 
the 
strik er 
critically situated. 


It is nothing less than life and death 
that he has the power over. It makes 
no difference that the strike is 
illegal. It makes no difference that 


firemen, 
like 
policemen, 
are 
required to take a pledge upon 
entering the service, that they will 
not strike under any circumstances. 


Meanwhile, a strike had begun 
against the city’s hospitals. Twelve 
years 
ago, 
the 
hospitals 
were 
organized. 
The 
unionization 
of 
hospital 
w orkers 
had 
been 
proscribed by law, but under the 


pressure of a strike, the law was 
changed to permit the hospitals to 
organize. 
As 
a 
condition 
of 
unionization, it was written into the 
contract that no strikes would be 
r e s o r te d 
to 
o n d e r 
any 
circumstances. Like the firemen, 


the hospital workers struck without 
consideration of the word they had 
given, and the story unfolds. 


At Lenox Hill Hospital — I cite it 
as presumably typical — the mood 
is fiercely ugly. Having begun by 
defying the substantive law, the 
strikers proceeded to defy the pro­ 
cedural law; pickets surrounded the 
hospital so tightly as effectively to 
bar access to the hospital to anyone 


with great discretion. They appear 
in force only when the time comes to 
move through a supply truck with 
food and medical supplies for the 600 
patients at Lenox Hill. The police do 
not bestir themselves to protect 
individuals 
who 
seek 
to 
walk 
through the picket lines, and the two 
ambulances of the hospital are 
immobilized. 


The reason for the special tension 
is 
racial. 
The 
strikers 
are 
predominantly Negro and Puerto 
Rican, and the picketing force is 
strongly augmented by what would 
appear to be free lance toughs who 
specialize in the creation of racial 
odium. Ironically, there are no 
economic differences between the 
hospitals and the strikers. The 
strikers want a 7.5 per cent raise, 
and the hospitals are willing to give 
it. But the Cost of Living Council has 
ruled that hospitals may not break 
away from the national pattern of 
5.5 per cent maintained under Phase 
IV of Mr. Nixon’s wretched price 
control program. The hospital’s 
management cannot risk defying the 
federal regulation. To do so, for 
Lenox Hill, would be to risk up to 
four million dollars in fines. 
Meanwhile — an excruciating 
irony — the strikers are being paid 


their salary. The management of 
Lenox Hill reasons that under the 
contract it is nowhere specified that 
for failure to report to duty because 
of a strike, the workers forfeit the 
two weeks pay they are entitled to 
for failure to report to duty on 
account 
of 
sickness or family 
emergency 
or 
whatever. 
Since 
strikes are prohibited, the contract 
for obvious 
reasons 
makes 
no 
mention of them, that much is 
logical. 
Thus does it go in New York City 
these days. It is at such a moment as 
this that one truly wonders whether 
American society has reached that 
point of self-contempt that argues 
against the possibility of freedom 
surviving. That there are grown 
men willing if necessary to let 
women and children go up in smoke 
rather than help them; or sick 
people die for lack of medication 
rather than let the supplies get 
through. That there are men who 
call themselves public officials and 
fail to rouse the city to resonant, 
conclusive protest. These are the 
acid moments of democratic life in 
America when you find yourself 
thinking: whatever happens to us, 
we cannot, in good conscience, ask 
the help of Providence. We are not 
entitled to it. 


There is an Ingenious way by 
which the United States could hold a 
special election next year to pick a 
new President and a new Vice 
President. It would require no 
Constitutional Amendment. It would 
require no ratification by the states. 
It would not violate the purpose of 
the Founding Fathers for they, 
actually, suggested it. It would 
require a simple majority vote of 
Senate 
and 
House, 
and 
the 
resignation of President Nixon. 
Three most eminent students of 
the Constitution, Paul A. Freud, 
Abram Chayes and Raoul Berger, 
all professors of constitutional law 
at Harvard, vouch for the scheme 
which they assert was the intention 
of 
the 
men 
who 
devised 
our 
g o v ern m en t. 
The 
fo u n d ers 
recommended a special presidential 
election when and if the offices of 
President 
and 
Vice 
President 
became simutaneously vacant. The 
plan has a name, The Act of 1972, 
and it was the law of the land for 
nearly 100 years until Congress 
superseded it with a new system and 
a line of succession through the 
cabinet. Congress could restore the 
earlier mechanism any time. 
When parliamentary governments 
get themselves into the kind of mess 
we are in now they hold a special 
election. It clears the air. Canada 
would have settled this Watergat 
scandal two months ago, and by now 
gone on to something else. We, alone 
among great democracies, have no 
fire escape — except impeachment. 
We must let the building bum for 
three years. If we aren’t a crisp by 
then we can have a new election. 
Why not now? 
How did we get into this horror? It 
was bound to happen, sooner or 
later; it was the juxtaposition of 
built-in 
rigidities 
plus 
several 
transient 
circum stances 
that 
happened to come all at the same 
time. 
The 
built-in 
features, of 
course, 
are 
fixed 
term s 
for 
President, separation of powers, 
and the arrangement whereby the 
President holds two jobs: head of 
government and head of state. He’s 
a prime minister and monarch 
rolled 
into 
one. 
Parliamentary 
governments 
separate 
the 
two 
offices. In America if you denounce 
Mr. Nixon as a politician (head of 
government) a lot of people take 
offense because they think of him as 
a kind of soveriegn (head of state). 
Blunt questions thrown at him at a 
press conference are less majestic. 
The system has worked pretty 
well. It has made us the oldest, and 
one of the most stable, republics on 
earth. But along came 1972 with its 
strange sequence of events. First of 
all, Mr. Nixon won a landslide, but 
Democrats won Congress so that, 
under the separation of powers, 
rival parties face each other. Next 
came Watergate. (There have been 
scandals before, like Teapot Dome, 
but Harding conveniently died and 
we immediately got Coolidge, Mr. 
Clean. Now we have a suspect 
President for three years.) 
Then there was Agnew, and then 
the Middle East war. That sent a 
shiver through a lot of us; maybe 
the 
world-wide 
military 
alert, 
including airplanes with nuclear 
bombs, was justified, but we haven’t 
had it explained yet, and it recalled 
that the American President, unlike 
any one man in Moscow or Peking, 
can order the bombs dropped in his 
role as Commander - in Chief. He is 
under pressure, and has a reputation 
for long-shot chances.

The 
probation 
department 
is 
experimenting with a bold new 
approach to the problem of first 
time drug or narcotic possession 
thanks to legislation funded m 1972. 
On Dec. 15 of that 
year the legislature 
provided $14.3 mil­ 
lion to foot the bill 
for the probation 
d e p a r t m e n t 
to 
administer a diver­ 
sionary 
program 
aimed primarily at 
the 
firs t 
time 
offender. 
Under the diversionary program a 
defendant with no prior arrests for 
narcotics involvement, can get a 
clean bill of legal health with no 
trial and no conviction simply by 
submitting to supervision of the 
probation department for a set, 
limited period of time. (Six months 
minimum; two years, maximum.) 
Observers close to the program 
liken it to being on probation without 
the stigma of a trial and possible 
conviction. 
Details on the funding are not 
immediately clear, but this reporter 
understands the program is funded 
through Jan. 1,1975. 
There were no readily available 
figures on the number of individuals

not too happy with the prospect.” 
Still to be tested in the courts is 
the question of concurrence. Do6s 
the district attorney for example 
have a legal power, in fact, to veto 
the program for any individual? 
Judges, defense attorneys and the 
district attorney can initiate the 
program for an individual, but can 
the courts or a defense attorney 
place an individual in the program 
without the concurrence of the 
district attorney? 
For those in the 
program the 
question is academic. 
Who or what kind of person is in 
the program?

It’s still too early to finally assess 
the program, but observers say it 
has been significant even though a 
few have failed and had to go back 
and finally face a trial on the 
original charges. In other words, 
when a person in the program fails 
to follow the probation department 
dictates, he gets booted out and back 
to stand trial.
